DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the method of transporting a portable imaging system to a first location; 
receiving a hardcopy document from a user at the first location, the hard copy document 
containing the visual image; scanning the hard copy document at the first location using 
the portable imaging system to produce a digital image; and transporting the portable 
imaging system to a second location remote from the first location. Furthermore, the 
prior art does not teach the method of sequentially transporting a portable imaging 
system from a first location; accessing the image to be digitized at the second location; 
scanning the image at the second location using the portable imaging system and 
storing the digital image in memory disposed in the portable imaging system and 
generating an order request associated with the stored digital image. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
